The process 
should be carried on gently, steadfastly, persistently.

The practice of right thinking has done the work, 
and we know the Truth of Being. 

The Spirit of God is so close, so immediate! Tt 
is the very Spirit—the Life of our being. It is the 
Eternal Reality of all of God’s children. “all human- 
ity. Through unfoldment in Spirit we shall realize 
the great hope—-the ideal of universal human salva- 
tion. Let us refuse to think the lesser thoughts of 
limitation, and know that All Inclusive Love is the 
Truth of life.
